One of the negro church organizations meeting at 
Evansville, Indiana, on Monday adopted a resolution to 
take steps to secure congressional enaetnient creating a 
border or a “buffer” state along the' Rio ( irande for the 
purpose of voluntary colonization of the negroes. 
I lie suggestion, so far as the negroes of the South 
are concerned, is worthy of consideration. 
The negroes 
of the South have never been allowed a voice in govern­ 
ment. 
I he possession of the elective franchize by the 
negroes of the South is hut an empty form. 
Practically no advance has been made by them. 
.So 
far as having any voice in governmental affairs, so far as 
their social and commercial status is concerned they are 
in about the same position as they were before the proc­ 
lamation of emancipation was issued. 
Although there has 
been, and is now, some sincere attempt made to educate 
the negroes, the progress macle by the race, in that sec­ 
tion, since the war has been negligible. They are the shine 
.irresponsible, happy-go-lucky, unreliable, 
undependable 
negroes of pre-war clays. 
I lie negro cannot make material advancement until 
he is given responsibility and that seems destined never 
to occur in the South. 
I here are hundreds of thousands 
of unoccupied acres along the southern border 
out 
of 
which could, without material cost to the nation, be creat­ 
ed a negro nation under the protectorate' of the United 
States where the colored people could assume the respon­ 
sibilities of self government and take a course iii the school 
of experience— the only school worth while.
